Horses entered in races can only be drawn by 
consent ot the Judges. 
For a walkover in any race a horse shall only 
be entitled to his own entrance fee and quarter 
of the entrance received trooi the other entries 
for said purse ,nnd a horse winning a race en- 
titled to first money only, except when dis- 
tancing the neld, then entitled to nrst and 
third moneys only. 
A horse wins but one 
money under any other circumstances. 
The attention of all parties interested is par- 
ticularly called to the rules of the National 
Trotting Association, under the provisions of 
which, except as otherwise specified, all mat- 
ters appertaining to the trotting races will be

A Mammoth C'wve iu Tpuuua »«e- 


The 
recently-discovered oave at 


the base of Lookout Mountain, open- 
ing at low water mark of the Ten- 
nessee river, three miles from Cadiz, 
has developed into a wonderful cave 
of unknown depth. 
At the extreme 


point of exploration a very large lake 
was encountered, into whioh a fall 
150 feet high poured its water with 
the noise of thunder. i,thor water- 
falls and other interesting phe- 
nomena were discovered. 


Some months ago an application was 


made to Hon. Robert Lincoln, Secre- 
tary of War, for permission to erect 
a Catholic church on the Presidio 
Military Reservation in Ouluuinia. 
The request was refused, aud ainoug 
other reasons given by tue Semotary 
for the refusal was one case in par- 
ticular, that appeared1 to have beeu 
originally a harmless license, buc 
whioh subsequently developed into a 
claim for a whole Military re£,erv.i 
tion, with all the Government builu 
ings, whioh had cost the Government 
$3,000. The case referred to by Mr. 
Lincoln was the St. James Mission, 
establishment in what is now Wash- 
ington Territory, in 1866, and which 
received its land patents from the 
Hudson Bay Company. The United 
States military authorities did not 
claim the land until more than ten 
years later, and when the matter was 
referred to the Court the decision 
was in favor of the Mission. 


Still another claimant to the honor 


of having been the youngest enlisted 
soHier in the war of the rebellion 
is William MoF. Greer, Jr., a drug- 
gist of San Faneiaoo, whose papers 
show that be was born in St. Louis 
in 1850, and December 31,1861, he 
enlisted for three years as a mnsican 
in Captain Buzard's company, D, 
First regular corps of engineers, 
Missouri, and received hia discharge 
January 3,1365.
